EDINBURGH AND GLASGOW RAILWAY COMPANY. 

The first general meeting ef shareholders in this railway company was 

held at the Black Bull Inn, Glasgow, on the 15th ult., 
Joun Leapserter, Esq., in the’ehmir. 

A report of the proceedings at this meeting appeared in our last, but 
having since received a copy of the directors’ report then referred to, we 
extract as much from it as our space will permit :— 

REPORT. 

It will be recollected, that at the last meeting of shareboklers, held on 
ist November, 1837, the prospects of the company were somewhat uncertain. 
‘The bill which had been applied for during the previous session, had been 
stopped in the lords by the dissolution of parliament, consequent on the 
death of his late majesty. The funds of the company had been exhausted by 
the protracted contest in which the directors had been engaged, and parlia- 
ment had, meanwhile, enacted new standing orders, with which the company 
‘was unable to comply. Under these circumstances, it was resolved to appeal 
to the shareholders for a voluntary contribution of 11. a share, and to apply 
to parliament for leave to proceed with the bill under the standing orders in 
force during the previous session. The application thus made to the share- 
holders was promptly met. When the bill went into committee in the Com- 
mons, this contribution had been paid on nearly 10,000 shares, and when it 
went into the Lords, it had been paid on 10,532 shares. In the house, after 
a strenuous attempt on the part of the opponents to throw the bill out ona 
preliminary questioa, it was read a third time without a division. 

The evidence taken on the bill before parliament, proves in the most satis- 
factory manner, not only that the railway will be executed within the esti- 
mated cost, but also that the trsflic will be sufficient to give a most ample 
remuneration to the proprietors. There are now four additional coaches 
travelling between Edinburgh and Glasgow since the estimate was made up ; 
and it is to be expected that this traffic will steadily increase. 

As much has been said respecting the width of rails which ought to be 
adopted, your directors think it right to state, that no decision has been 
come to by them on this subject: the directors now to be appointed, ought 
to make it a matter of most deliberate consideration, and will, unquestion- 
ably, be guided in their decision on this poiat, by the advice of the most ex- 
perienced engineers in the kingdom. The Glasgow, Paisley, and Ayrshire, 
and Glasgow and Greenock Railways, have fixed 4 ft. 84in. as their gauge, 
and as it is possible that a connection may be afterwards formed between the 
Edinburgh and Glasgow Railway and these lines, this circumstance ought to 
have its due weight in coming to a conclusion on the subject. 

The first steps taken by your directors on the passing of the act, were to 
eall in the accounts, to make an equalising call, so as to place the whole of 
the shares, which are now all appropriated, on an equal footing ; to require 
a registration of shares, to appoint engineers, and to give directions for 
immediately proceeding with the working plans. From the rapidity with 
which the meeting has been calied (your directors being anxious to hold it at 
the earliest date possible), the accounts due by the company, notwithstand- 
ing of the applications made for them, have been only partially rendered. A 
statement of the expenditure of the company since last meeting, which com- 
prehends a portion of the expenses of the previous session, amounting to 
17,4931. 18s. is now subjoined ; and although your directors are unable to 
place before you the whole of the sums due by the company, they may safely 
state, that the expenses incurred during last session wiil be greatly less than 
what was incurred during the previous session. The balance of funds in 
bank, amounts to 28,2192. 2s. 

The equalising cai], payable on 3d instant, has, by the aceouuts received 
up till 14th instant, been well paid. The shares which have come in for 
registry, and on which 5/. per share has been paid, are 9945, exclusive of a 
considerable portion paid on in London, and leit for registry there, of which 
particulars have not yet been received. Several shareholders have applied 
for leave to pay up the full amount of their stock at once. 

Conceiving that the interests of the company would be best promoted by 
securing, in the first place, the services of an engineer resident in Scotland, 
possessing experience in railways, joined to a thorough local knowledge of 
this line and of Scotch work, they proceeded, after satisfying themselves on 
every point as to his capability and fitness for the office, to appoint Mr. John 
Miller, of Edinburgh, engineer to the company. They were assisted to this 
choice by the very satisfactory manner in which the whole engineering 
department of this railway, both preparatory and in Parliament, was con- 
ducted by this gentleman ; and also by the testimony which was borne to his 
pradence and professional talents, by the directors of the Dandee and 
Arbroath Railway, now just about completed under his superintendence. In 
order farther to secure, in all cases of difficulty and importance, the advice 
of one of the most emincnt English railway engineers, they appointed 
Mr. Joho U. Rastrick (who is at present executing the London and Brighton 
line} the consulting engineer of the company. They have farther, in 
deference to the wishes of the Lancashire shareholders, also appointed 
Mr. Locke to act along with Mr. Rastrick as consalting engineer; and 
they think, that with such able assistance as will be secured by the advice of 
these professional gentlemen, the shareholders may have the fullest con- 
fidence that the line will be execued upon the most approved principles. 

Your directors are happy to state, that the working plans of several 
parts of the line have now been nearly completed. The portions of the line 
which the engineer has recommended to be first proceedet with, as requiring 
the longest time to execute, are, the tunnel at Glasgow, the cutting at Croy 
Miil, near Cumbernauld, the tunnel at Callendar Park, and the embankment 
at the River Almond. 

As the last is the heaviest work upon the line, your directors pushed 
forward the plans, and the advertisements for contracts have already been 
published. The directors entertain a confident expectation, that from the 
arrangements they have made, the directors now to be appointed will have 
it in their power to commence the work. in the beginning of next month, 
and if pushed vigorously, it may be completed in about three years. Pos< 
session of several important portions of land will now be immediately 
obtained, as preliminary arrangements with n.any of the landowners have 
already been made for that purpose. Your directors, in resigning their 
charge into the hands of the shareholders, cannot but feel grateful for the 
eonfidence which has been reposed in them. The directors had to conduct a 
contest of three sessions, requiring large demands on their time, much 
caution and deliberation, and an untiring perseverance. These could not 
have been given for such a length of time without a conviction on the part 
of the directors, tuat they poseessed the confidenee of the proprietory, and

Scotland, and profitable to the company. Having attained the object of 
their labours—the sanction of Parliament to connect Edinburgh and Giasgow 
by a railroad—they entertain a natural solicitude, thut it should be executed 
with all the advantages which experience and science can confer on it.

The crossings and bridges on this portion have also been amicably arranged 
in most eases, and the result proves that a sufficient allowance was. made by 
the-engineer in his ealculations for the Parliamentary estimates. 

The contracts from Ayrto Kilwinning, beyond the janction with the Ar- 
drossan Railway, being a distance of about sixteen miles, are let in nine_lots 
to respectable contractors for the sum of 65,6371. The first eleven. miles to 
Irvine are to be completed by the Ist of July, and the remaining fivermiles by 
the Ist of October, 1839. ‘The whole line is enclosed on each side by astrong 
wall, four and a half feet high, likewise included in the contracts, which com- 
prise the two very beautiful bridges over the Garnock and Irvine rivers, de- 
signed by Mr. John Miller, the company’s engineer, as well as several 
smailer bridges. Your directors beg to remark that the progress of all these 
great works, up to the present period, is most satisfactory, and gives assu- 
rance that the appointed time will be kept for opening the railway. Blocks 
and rails are also advertised for. 

Your directors have net lost sight of the importance of the branch to Kil- 
marnock, and the ultimate connection with Carlisle by Dumfries; and they 
are happy to observe that this important subject continues to excite the public 
attention, and that it is considered as the most eligible line, from having to 
surmount but half the height whieh any central line must pass over. 
remaining portion of the thorough line, viz., from Kilwinning to Johnstone, 
about fourteen miles, is to be immediately contracted for. The engineers 
are already engaged on the working plans, so that the contracts may be'let 
as soon as the crops are off the ground, and the works commenced before the 
winter. Theexpense of this part of the line is not calculated to be very 
heavy, and your directors would have it remembered that the first sixteen 
miles from Ayr are executed at about 40001. per mile. If to this we add the 
purchase of land and the expense of rails and blocks, which altogether will 
not exceed the same sum, we shall find that part of the railway will be opened 
at an expense of not more than 8000/. per mile—a circumstance almost un- 
precedented. And your directors would observe that the local traffic, even 
there, independent of the connection with Glasgow, is likely to be very con- 
siderable, the present imperfect railway from Ardrossan to Kilwinning, with- 
out locomotive power, having cirried annually upwards of 30,000 passengers, 
exclusive of mineral and other traffic. At a recent visit made by the chair- 
man and deputy-chairman, they had an opportunity of satisfying themselves 
of the capabilities of Troon and Ardrossan as harbours for steam vessels at 
all times of tide. Your directors are at present engaged in negotiations with 
the trustees of the latter harbour and the Ardrossan Railway Company, for 
the purpose of insuring an uninterrupted and simultaneous communication by 
that branch to the sea, and securing the benefits which cannot fail to result 
from such a valuable accessory to the railway as the communication to 
Liverpool and Ireland. The Ferguslie and Elderslie contracts, extending 
from Johnstone to Paisley, are already advertised, and the 5th of September 
is fixed for receiving tenders, so that these lots may be speedily commenced, 

The Paisley contract, being the commencement of the joint line, consisting 
of an embankment on arches of masonry, comprising several street and road 
bridges, as well as the bridge over the river Cart, is let to Messrs. Walter 
and John King, and D. Lyon. The Arklestone and Ibrox contracts are alse 
let, in one lot, to Mr. T. Brassey, on satisfactory terms. The whole of this 
part of the line is under the direction of Mr. Joseph Locke, ably and zeal, 
ously seconded by Mr. J. E. Errington, and is to be completed in the spring 
of 1840. Your directors have pleasure in being able to state that all these 
contracts are in active progress. The remaining portion of the joint line to 
King-street, in Tradeston (Glasgow), will be completed by the same period, 

The committee of management for the joint line have acquired, by amicable 

emect, all the land between West-street in Tradeston, and Greenlaw+ 
street in Paisley, with the exception of Mr. Ritchie’s property at Craigton: 
In this case it has been necessary to give notice of a jury; but as an ample 
sum has been tex‘lered by the company, it is hoped the matter may yet be 
amicably arranged without coming toa trial. In the case of Mrs. Kibble; 
at Greenlaw, 78611. was demanded, but having been referred to two arbiters, 
who had examined the ground with a view. to being witnesses, one for the 
eompany, the other for the proprietor, it has been settled for 3426/. Much 
of the property in Paisley has also been acquired. 

Your directors have thought it so indispensable in every respect to bring 
the terminus as near as possible to the Glasgow Bridge, that they have de- 
cided on having this part.contracted for without delay, so as to open with 
the rest of the line in the summer of 1840, and travellers will thusonly 
require to cross the bridge in order to take their seats in the carriages, with- 
out the inconvenience of any intermediate p ge by ibus, so burthen- 
some to the public. The width of the rails has been fixed at ¢ft. Shin., 
with a view to ensure the connection by the projected great lines, with the 
manufacturing districts of the north of England. Engines are already or- 
dered, that no delay may occur after the works are finished. A pattern 
carriage of each description is to be furnished by one of the best London 
makers, which is to serve a8 a model for others. that may be ordered here, 
in order to ensure uniformity of accommodation to the public. 

In conclusion, your directors continue to entertain the same favourable 
opinion of the undertaking which they expressed in their last report, and rely 
with confidence on the support of the shareholders to enable them to meet 
the expenses which are incurred for all these works, as well as for the pur- 
chase of the property required to complete the line.

+ which a single railway is not capable of conveying: no concourse of passen- 
gers which it eannot promptly dispose of. The velocity of the. locomotive, 
when impelled even at a very considerable reduction of its full.power, sur- 
passes the greatest.speed which the best appointed coach on the best made 
road can maiatain. In short, where the-capabilities of the system are brought 
fully into operation, they present such an accumulation of ‘advantages, as to 
render it an instrument of anequalled powerin advancing the prosperity of a 
country.”

The importance of the economy of fuel, is a subject which bi 
for many years engrossed the attention of the public—and mor 
particularly that portion interested in mines and manufactur 
where the powers of the steam-engine are required. Of tho 
mines in Cornwall which are giving the largest returns to 
adventurers, several are worked to a depth of from 1000 # 
1800 feet, or, speaking more technically, from 150 fathoms! 
300 fathoms ; while the heavy cost attendant on the working ofé t 
gines requisite for their drainage acts as a considerable drawbay 
on the profits, and hence the attention of engineers has been pati 
cularly directed to the subject.

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magic wand) were to be defaced and polluted by the dense co- 
lumns of black vapour which were to be seen on every side. 

Under these circumstances, it was with pleasure we learned of 
, process having been adopted in Edinburgh, whereby the smoke 
vas rendered combustible, and thus effected a saving of from 
40 to 50 per cent. of fuel. That so important an object should be 
ichieved by means so simple as those described, determined us 
on visiting the “Modern Athens,” and by an inspection and trial 
which was most readily granted by the patentees, ascertain the 
correctness of the representations made, so that we might have the 
merit of rendering the columns of the MINING JOURNAL useful 
in being the medium of communicating from our own observation 
the results of so important a process. 

It will be in the recollection of our readers that we directed at- 
tention to economy, by a mixture of saw-dust, in the use of gun- 
powder for blasting, and which we are pleased to learn has been in- 
troduced in many instances successfully, although in underground 
operations, where the air is confined, it cannot be used with equal 
advantage ; it is now equally gratifying to be able thus to evince 
our desire to promote the mining and manufacturing interests, by 
availing ourselves of the opportunity afforded of giving publicity 
to the process to which we refer, and which will be found detailed 
in No. VIII. (accompanying this week’s Journal) of the Mininc 
REVIEW. 

The importance of the process will be readily acknowledged, when 
we reflect on the amazing quantity of coal consumed in our mines and 
manufactories, not to advert to that vast and increasing consumption 
by locomotive and marine engines; and assuming that the power, 
at the minimum, is equal to 500,000 horse-power, the quantity 
of coal consumed may be estimated at 10,000,000 tons annually, a 
saving on which of 25 per cent. alone would be equal to two mil- 
lions sterling per annum, while by carrying out the patent to its full 
extent (extravagant as it may appear), we doubt not but that a 
saving of from four to five millions might be effected. 

We have been induced to look at this process—more especially in a 
national point of view-—as in the “economy of fuel, and the pre- 
vention of smoke,” are involved several points worthy the atten- 
tion of the Government, as well as the miner, the manufacturer, 
and the proprietor in railways or steam navigation. It has, we 
believe, been ascertained beyond doubt, as being founded on geo- 
logical researches and local knowledge, that our coal-fields cannot, 
(without further discoveries) last beyond a certain period, which 
may be defined as covering 300 years, and hence attention has 
been directed to the considerable waste which takes place in the 
working of collieries, and which may be taken as nearly one-third 
of the coal raised—being either left as pillars, or being slack, or 
small coal, is left in the waste, or suffered to ignite and consume 
itself at surface, without being rendered profitable to any purpose. 

The increasing demand for coal for railways and steam naviga- 
tion, renders the economy of fuel a question of the first importance, 
and it is in this view that we are induced to enter at so much 
length on the subject. Another point occurs to us, but whether it 
be practicable or otherwise we will not take upon ourselves to say, 
viz., the adaptation of steam-vessels to warfare. This subject has, 
we are aware, attracted the attention of the Government and many 
of our scientific men, but hitherto without avail—the vertical funnel, 
or chimney, from whence the smoke issues, being the main obstacle, 

and no means having hitherto been successfully devised whereby that 
could be got rid of, and by which the smoke could findegress. By 
the improved process, it appears to us that the chimney becomes un- 
necessary, from the absence of smoke, as the necessary draft may 
be acquired by other means, and we need hardly point out the 
advantages which must accrue if this can be effected. 

The article to which we have already referred, and which is the 
result of personal observation, will best describe the process and 
the nature of the improvement; we may, however, here remark, 
that the action exerted on the fuel by the steam is similar to that 
which takes place when steam is passed through tubes stuffed 
with ignited carbon, and excluded from the air—viz.: the steam is 
itself decomposed, indeed burnt ; as its oxygen unites with the car- 
bon or smoke, its hydrogen is set at liberty, and both being highly 
inflammable, thus adds to the amount of heat evolved, whilst 
smoke is prevented and fuel saved. 








Steam navigation has of late made considerable advances, and 
its application to long voyages is now rendered no longer a 
matter of doubt. While we are anxious to note any invention 
which may tend to enhance its value and importance as connected 
with our mercantile pursuits—an instance of which appears in our 
Journal of this day—it also behoves us to notice and animadvert 
on the conduct of Steam-boat Proprietors, who may heedlessly en- 
danger the lives of passengers by their negligence or parsimony. 
It is now about two years since we had occasion to remark on the 
shameful state of the boilers of the Ramona steam-packet, on the 
Rotterdam station, belonging to the “ General Steam Navigation 
Company,” and which was the more reprehensible from their state 
being known, and the occasion to which we refer being, as we were 
informed by the engineer, the last voyage she was to perform be- 
fore new boilers being put in. Many lives were then perilled, and 
much injury done to the merchandise and luggage on board, which 
we remarked upon at the time. 

It has been our fate again to be subjected to imminent danger 
by steam navigation, and we trust that the press will cordially 
join with us in enforcing on the Legislature the importance and 
indispensable necessity which exists for the appointment of Govern- 
ment Inspectors, to see that steam-boats are not only sea-worthy, 
but that the machinery is in good working order, and that in cases 
of danger the means are ,ready at hand, whereby signals may be 
given and relief afforded. heey 

On the present occasion we shall briefly advert to the circum- 
stance which has called for these observations, and leave, until 
another opportunity is afforded us, and the result of a communi- 
cation to Government known, those comments which are called for. 

. Between Newcastle and Leith are’ steam-boats, which ply 


twelve hours; it was our lot to be on board the Northern Yacht, 
which proved to be so unseaworthy, that, after having been out 
seventeen hours, the water rose so rapidly as to preclude the work- 
ing of the engine. One pump-alone was in order, and that imper- 
fectly. No powder could be obtained whereby a signal might be 
made, nor was there a bell or any other means of communication. 
In this state, trusting alone to the wind, and keeping close in 
land, with a view to the last resource of running the boat ashore ; 
after a farther six hours of anxious doubt, we were fortunate 
enough to be espied by a pilot-boat, and were subsequently towed 
by a steamer into Berwick-upon-Tweed the next morning at five 
o’clock. 

As we have already observed, the subject is one of which we 
shall not loose sight, and argument shall not be wanting or power 
applied, to enforce that which the public have a right to demand 
from the Legislature, the protection of life, where, as in railways 
and steam navigation, it is necessarily subjected to the danger 
arising from the mercenary views or the negligence of the pro- 
prietors. 








We observe that a motion will be made by Mr. Frvcu, in the 
next session of Parliament, relative to the Drawback on Timber 
Used in Mines, which is of such a nature as deeply to interest our 
mining readers, not only in Cornwall, but in every other part of 
the kingdom. We are unable at present to enter further upon the 
subject, but intend shortly to return to it; and we hope that due 
exertion will be made by the Mining Interest generally to obtain 
an advantage to which it is so well entitled. Perhaps some of our 
Correspondents will favour us with their ideas upon the subject, 
which is of a nature to invite immediate discussion, and ought by 
no means to be lost sight of till some satisfactory steps ‘shall have 
been taken with regard to it..

EXPLOSIONS OF STEAM BOILERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sirx,—In your valuable Journal of the 25th inst., | have seen a para- 
graph taken from the Edinburgh Evening Post, relating to the explosions 
of steam boilers, and after stating the different reasons assigned by the 
witnesses who were examined at the inquest held on the persons killed by 
the explosion of the boilers in the Victoria steamer, the writer p;ves it as 
his opinion that the engines working at their full pressure, and then 
being suddenly stopped by coming in contact with another vessel, the 
steam was generated so quickly as to cause the explosion, and he endea- 
yours to throw the blame on the imperfect construction of the safety 
valve ; but I must here say that this notion is absurd, for if the safety 
valve is sufficient, where they are working at from 50 Ibs. to 60 lbs. pres- 
sure on the square inch, it must certainly be sufficient for a steam vessel, 
where the working pressure seldom exceeds 14 Ibs. or 15 lbs. per square 
inch : neither do I believe that the explosion was occasioned by the steam 
at all, and that for three reasons—first, because it would be impossible 
for the steam to have risen to a pressure sufficient to burst the boiler, in 
the time (from the collision, to that of the boilers bursting) ; secondly, if 
the safety valve had adhered to the seat, it could never have adhered so 
firmly as to require a force of 100 Ibs. or more to lift it; and thirdly, the 
boilers were made with full as strong materials as the boilers employed 
in the Cornish engines, where they not unfrequently work at more than 
four times the pressure employed in any steam vessel in England, and 
that without the least apprehension; and another reason that I might 
have stated, is from tne action of steam, which has the same pressure on 
every part of the boiler, consequently the weakest part must have given 
way first, which is but seldom the case in the explosion of a steam boiler. 
It appears to me, then, that the explosion is entirely owing to the forma- 
tion of an explosive mixture, similar in its effects to gunpowder—but 
what this mixture is, or how it is formed, remainsa secret. There are some 
that have endeavoured toestablish a theory, that it is formed by the decompo- 
sition of water, or steam coming in contact with a red-hot surface of iron ; 
but then it is necessary that this surface should have something to free it 
from the oxide formed on its surface, or else it can decompose but a very 
small quantity. But the reasons which I should advance for the forma- 
tion of this mixture, would be the atmospheric air coming in contact with 
silt water at high temperatures. Supposing the feeding apparatus of the 
Victoria to have been inever so periect a state, yet by an accident it 
might have been deprived of its usual supply of water, and consequently 
must force in air instead. This air, consisting of nearly four-fifths of ni- 
trogen or azote, coming in contact with the water so highly impregnated 
with salt, as the water in the boilers of every vessel that is supplied from 
the sea must be, forms, according to my opinion, a mixture somewhat 
like chloride of azote, which is a mixture that will explode at a less tem- 
perature than water boils, and that with an overwhelming force. 

I do not pretend to any knowledge in chemistry, but am induced to 
forward this to you, hoping that through the medium of your valuable 
Journal it will stir up some of our most able chemists to investigate the 
cause of such direful effects as the explosion of steam boilers has on life 
and property.

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DEAN FOREST. ENCROACHMENTS. 
Act Ist 2nd Vicrorta, car. 42. 

This Act received the royal assent on the 27th July last. It gives to 
all owners of encroachments in the Forest of Dean made before 1787, a 
freehold title to their possessions, and relieves upwards of six hundred 
HW jouseholders from the burdens and anxieties arising. from the previous 
illegality of their titles, and places them on an equality with other free- 
holders of the:empire. This important boon has been conferred on them 
free of expense, and is unincumbered with any of the prohibitions against 
building, which the commissioner of inquiry recommended as expedient to 
accompany the measure. , 

The owners of encroachments made since 1787, or, as they are commonly 
called, the owners of blue and yellow land, have received an important 
penefit of nearly equal value, since, together with the choice of taking re- 
newable leases, of their enclosures at a rent so small as to be'merely no- 
minal, they are further presented with the welcome alternative of purcha- 
sing their tenements in fee, ata price not exceeding twenty-five years pur- 
chase of the lands calculated at the trifling rent imposed ‘on each in case 
ofleases. “Both leases and pe, etn to be made to the applicants 

of expense, and exempt from stamp duty. 
oi ppliesnte sonetuhng: ibe, are to apply by letter, addressed ‘‘ To the 
Chief Commissioner of W ods, Forests, &c., London,”’ Stating their 
name, and the number of the encroachment, as affixed tovit, on the ap- 

dix to the second report of the Dean Forest Commissioners. The 
maps and copies of the appendices are in preparation, and will shortly be
